The best answer to these queries are 


the figures for enlistment to tho army 
and navy since war was declared. 


Although con&ress decided almost 


immediately following the declaration 
of war that our fighting forces should 
be raised by .draft, nearly twice as 
many men have joined the colors by 
voluntary enlistment as have been 
brought in by the draft. 


Volunteer forces on Dec. 2S, in army 
and navy totaled more than 1,136,000. 
This in spite of the fact that no spc* 
' ' volunteer 
recruiting campaigns 
have been conducted and in tho face 
of repeated announcements by the war 
department that it preferred the bulk 
of the army to bo raised under tho 
provisions of the draft! 
These volunteer forces are divided as 
follows: 
Regular army. 455,301. 
National guard, 378,000. 
Navy, including marines, 209,S13. 
Volunteers enlisting in the regular 
array between April 1, and Dec. 26, 
1917, were 344,193, or 
161,301 more 
than needed to bring our old army or- 
ganization 
up 
to 
authorized "war 
strength." 
Navy 
enlistments 
have

heavy that the, number of men in this

ized by congress. And enlistment still 
continue at from 200 to 300 par day.

of 175,000, the regular army on Dec.

the hospital eo.rps and 15,479 oflicers.

37S.OOO were volunteers* 99,000 being 
supplied from the draft to fill units 
not completed when tbe guard regi- 
ments were ordered to camp. 
In addition to these volunteer units,

is being formed, which is expected to 
bn completely, filled by volunteers who 
have had previous servico in the army 
or National guard, who arc not quali- 
fied for service overseas. 


• ThiB Homo Guard is to number ap- 
proximately 25,000 men, and will be 
organized' in 4" battalions. " Its work, 
will be the guarding 
of 
all water 
fronts, 
bridges, arsenals, munitions 
plants and other places whore army 
guards are maintained. 
Tho guards will bo armed with our 
old Knag and Springfields, and will be 
outfitted with our old blue unforms. 
Any man who has seen service Is 
eligible, for enlistment in this guard 


no matter what his h£,c, eo lone a;-' 
ho can meet the physical requirement*. 
If.tho 25,000 are not recruited from 
volunteers who have seen .service, the 
ranks will bo brought up to strength 
from men subject to the draft but 
who have minor defects that force 
their rejection for service in France. 
Although since tho new regulations 
for tho draft went into effect Dec. 15, 
no person of draft age is permitted to 
volunteer, enlistments in 
the 
army 
continue, from men below or above 
draft age. at tho rate of about 500 
per day in the army and 200 per day 
in tho navy.

Tho new statement of British war 


alms by Premier Lloyd George of Eng- 
land is the clearest and most compre- 
hensive yet made. It is ingeniously 
devised to appeal to the Russians .and 
even to the countries allied with Ger- 
many insomuch as Britain for the first 
thno hai made an unequivocal declara- 
tion in .favor of self-determination for 
tho subject nationalities such as Po- 
land and Lithuania, 
in, addition to 


showing a willingness to part with the 
German -colonies if tho peace confer- 
ence shall so decide. This matter of 
territorial readjustment by self-deter- 
mination for the peoples involved, is 
the one on which. Germany has broken 
with the Bolsheviki peace delegates. 
She holds this plan of dealing with va- 
rious peoples to be impracticable or 
impossible. 


It js a great concession for England 


to make, as it implies legislative self- 
government for all her colonies and all 
the territory to which she may lay 
claim. In addition to these conditions, 
Premier Georgo states that 
Englajid 


will insist upon the re-establishment of 
tho sajictity of treaties and upon the 
llmjlation of armaments after the war. 
the great a.im being to secure a last- 
ing peace, to be enforced by an inter- 
national organization. 
Furthermore, 


tha premier said, England will light to 
tbo deaf.h with the democracies 
of 


>"Yance and Italy, for tho restoration 
of the conquered territory in all the 
allied psifio.ns ;md also of the provinces 
Alsa<-e nnd I.'jrroJne torn from France 
in 1*71. Mr. George, disavowed 
any 


designs upon Turkey or any intention 
of seeking the destruction of her capi- 
tal or seizure or retention of her homu 
lauds. 


This does not refer to the possession 


of Jerusalem, ovc-r which 
Turkey Is 


said to he greatly disturbed. Such a 
declaration will bring the

There 
s absolutely no uniformity of practice 
.-ith respect to granting increases, 
lany salaries are raised automatically 
p to a fixed maximum by statute reg- 
lation. Those thus, affected aro fiten- 
graphcrs, clerks, watchmen, police- 
nen, etc.. For other employments, in- 
reascs are made the subject of inflj- 
idua.l action, necessitating tho ap- 
roval of the council or the legisla- 
te. For Increases in statutory po- 
'tions, legislative hearings before at 
ast .two committees are 
necessary,

LLOYD GEORGE'S SPEECH 


The new statement of British, war 


aims by Premier Lloyd George of Eng- 
land IE the clearest and most compre- 
loensive yet made. It is ingeniously 
devised to appeal to the Russians and 
even to the countries allied with. Ger 
many insomuch as Britain for the first 
time lias made an unequivocal declara- 
tion in favor of self-determination for 
the subject nationalities such as Po- 
land and Lithuania, in addition to 
showing a -willingness to part with the 
.German colonies if the peace confer- 
ence, shall so decide. This 'matter of 
territorial readjustment by self-deter- 
mination for the peoples involved, is 
the one on which Germany has broken 
with the Bolshevik! peaco delegates. 
She holds this plan of dealing with va- 
rioua peoples to bo impracticable or 
impossible. 


It is a great concession for Englanfi 


to. make, as it implies legislative self- 
government for all her colonies and all 
the territory to which she may lay 
claim. In addition to these conditions, 
Premier George states that 
England 


will insist upon the re-establishment of 
tho sanctity of treaties and upon the 
Hmitation of armaments after the v/ar, 
the great al'm being to secure a last- 
Ing peace, to be enforced by an inter- 
national organization. 
Furthermore, 


the premier said, England will fight to 
the death with the democracies of 
France and Italy, for the restoration 
of the conquered territory in an the 
allied nations and a.lso of the provinces 
AJsace an*} Lorraine torn from France 
in 1ST1. 
Mr. George disavowed 
any 


designs upon Turkey or any intention 
of seeking the destnir.rjmi of her capi- 
tal or seizure or retention of her home 
lands. 


This docs not refer to the possession 


of Jerusalem, over which Turkey Is 
said to be greatly disturbed- Such a 
declaration will bring the contending 
powers nearer to a ba.sis of agreement 
ocd will at least leave no misunder- 
standing as to the terms on which 
Englanfi and her allies would gladly 
make peace.

In accordance with well established 
principles, not only of law. hut of good 
morals and fair dealing between the 
government and the people.1

Lowell, while its real value is far in 
excess of that amount. 
War Greatest Concern 


The real concern of the people of 
this country, at the present time, is 
to win the war.

that idea. Already, two Liberty loans 
have been subscribed, ajid another is 
About to be offered. 
This meand that 
profound effect will be had upon
